Fine April Day 


A Year Ago 


Begins Tragedy 


Wednesday, April 15th, 1992 was a glorious spr- 
ing day in the Pioneer Valley. The sun was bright 
and the air was warm. In the early hours of 
nightfall, people enjoyed outdoor activities, with 
the carefree thoughts of the approaching Easter 
Holiday weekend. 

It would be a while again before the residents of 
Agawam enjoyed another day of spring. 

News Sega Soading Around Town 

On Thursday, April 16th the weather suddenly 
turned foul- cold, sleet, and then several inches of 
snow. By mid-afternoon, news began spreading 
around town that a 24 year-old teacher's aide at 
the Agawam Middle School, Lisa Ziegert, was 
missing. The 1986 Agawam High graduate never 
reported for school that day and the news steadily 
became worse. Much worse. 

What followed was a frantic search for Lisa 
Ziegert over the next four days. Authorities pieced 
together that it was sometime after 8:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday that Lisa Ziegert had been abducted 
from Brittany’s Gift Shop on Walnut Street Exten- 
sion. Her handbag and shoes had been tucked 
away. Her car stayed in the parking lot overnight. 

It was only when she failed report tothe Middle 
School on Thursday morning - and when the store 
owners found their shop left unlocked and lit 
when they arrived in the morning - that the reality 
of Lisa Ziegert’s disappearance hit home.

Police Haunted — 
By Rigors Of 
Long Investigation 


Ironically, both Lieutenant Robert Campbell 
and Detectice Wayne Macey are celebrating 20 
years as members of the Agawam Police Depart- 
ment. 

And in separate interviews on Tuesday concer- 
ning the April 1992 murder of Agawam resident 
Lisa Ziegert, each remains haunted by the town’s 
most publicized crime in its history. 

Both Campbell and Macey are the town’s two 
lead investigators in attempting to solve the Lisa 
Ziegert murder. A year later, each admitted 
frustration that the killer remains at-large. 

Yet each man spoke of an unbrindled resolve to 
do whatever is necessary to put this case to rest 
and bring the individual to justice. 

Lisa Ziegert was abducted from a gift shop on 
Walnut Street Extension where she worked on 
Wednesday evening, April 15th. The 24 year-old 
teacher’s aide at the Agawam Middle School, who 
also taught religious classes at Sacred Heart 
Chuch in Feeding Hills, was missing four days. 
Her body was found in a field off Route 75 near 
Adams Street on Easter Sunday.

The events leading to the discovery of Lisa 
Ziegert in that swampy field and the frantic days 
of the investigation that followed are relived over 
and over again by Macey. He is known as a sen- 
sitive individual who often wears his emotions on 
his sleeve. Both he and Campbell continue to ad- 
mit that they, as well as other law enforcement in- 
vestigators, take this case personally. 

Macey works on the Ziegert case on a fulltime 
basis. He remembers the frantic pace of the in- 
vestigation last spring when he and other law en- 
forcement officers worked daily from 6:00 a.m. to 
2:00 a.m. attempting to piece the puzzle together 
leading to an arrest and conviction. 

Police were virtually silent on details concern- 
ing the Lisa Ziegert case and Macey says in his 20 
years as a police officer, he has never witnessed a 
case where investigators had so few facts to go 


on. 

“While there has been volumes and volumes of 
information compiled on this case, we just 
haven’t been able to put it all together,” said 
Macey. “I am still working on this case 40 hours a 
week (plus overtime). We need some luck to break 
this case. Even the smallest piece of information 
can at some point lead us to a suspect.” 

Macey said he bears no regrets on the nature of 
the investigation, other than the fact that no one 
has been charged with the crime. Macey said 
every shred of information that has come to the 
attention of police, regardless of how small or in- 
significant, has been reviewed over and over 
again. 

Everything Is Processed 

“People in Agawam should know that just 
because they are not hearing about this case, we 
are working on it on a daily basis. Everything that 
comes in is processed.” 

Macey continues to visit with the Ziegert family 
to keep them abreast of the investigation. 

He says Lisa Ziegert’s wonderful humanism, as 
well as her family’s courage, are constant 
reminders that even in the darkest situations, 
the stréngth of the human. spirit remains un- 
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daunted. 

“That family has been put through hell and | ad- 
mire them so much. Because Lisa was Lisa, 
would want my daughter to be everything she was 
and more,” Macey added. 

Campbell told us ‘a good share” of his time at 
the station is spent on the Ziegert case. He 
discusses the case several times a week with 
District Attorney William Bennett, another law en- 
forcement officer who Campbell says ‘“‘takes this 
case very personally.” 

Campbell added, “DA Bennett has been ab- 
solutely terrific throughout this entire investiga- 
tion. | couldn’t begin to tell how much manpower 
and manhours have been spent on this case. 
Sometimes it’s overwhelming. 

“But | promise this - we won't rest until the per- 
son responsible is prosecuted to the fullest extent 
of the law,” said Campbell. 

Like Macey, Campbell told us investigators 
need a break to solve the case. He pointed to the 
Sharon Galligan murder to illustrate this point. 


Take Any Information Available 

“That case (Sharon Galligan was a UMass stu- 
dent who was found dead in her car in a shopping 
mall) took several years to solve. And it didn’t hap- 
pen until people who had information came for- 
ward. | would hope that is not the case here. But 
considering what has happened, we will take any 
information we can get that will help solve this 
case,” said Campbell. 

The Galligan case was solved when several 
people with information led authorities to a 
suspect. The man committed suicide several days 
later and was identified by police as Sharon 
Galligan’s killer. 

Campbell said he remains amazed at the 
cooperation and resources that are available to 
the Agawam Police by other investigating agen- 
cles: including the DA’s Office, State Police, and 

BI. : 

According to Campbell, another Agawam 
detective, Skip Malone, also is actively involved 
with the Ziegert case. “Detective Malone has 
been a great help in this investigation as well,” 
Campbell noted.

An Agawam Marine Writes 
From Starving Somalia 


To The Editor: t 

We all remember seeing the people of Somalia 
starving, their emaciated bodies haunted all of us. 
They were dying by the hundreds each day. | 
would like to share with you my thoughts and ex- 
cerpts from my sons’s letters from Somalia. 

My son, Lance Corp. Robert McNamee, United 
States Marine Corps, left for Somalia Christmas 
Day. His platoon’s first assignment was to guard 
President Bush. From then on, their mission was 
to confiscate weapons throughout Somalia so 
that the relief effort of distributing food would 
succeed. 

In a recent letter to his sister, he said that in 
time he would forget being shot at and shooting 
back, but he would never forget the little five year- 
old girl crying in the street. Her eyes met his and 
he was powerless to help her. 

They cannot give the children their food 
because their systems cannot digest their rations. 
He could not help her in any way because the 
crowd would have converged on her. 

Here are some excerpts from his most recent 
letter: ° 


Hi Folks, 

| want you guys to know I’m OK. 

Yes, we were involved in both days of fighting in 
the city. We went out to stop the rioting, but there 
were too many people for us. We were a platoon of 
20. At one point, there were 4,000 to 5,000 (per the 
intelligence report). 

We ended up halding down the Egyptian Em- 
bassy. The decision was made to pull us back, but 
it was too late for five Somalians who. were killed 
and one of our guys went down from a grénade. 
They threw six at us. The first two were duds, 
thank God, or | would be dead. 

The next three detinated in a room with no roof 
right next to us. That's when one of our guys went 
down. The rest of us just received some serious 
headaches and we can’t hear so great any more. 
Everyone received a /ot of cuts and bruises from 
the rocks and cocktails they were launching. 

We made it back, but down a man. Later, our 
platoon went back in the dark while the crowd 
was gone and set up to keep it from happening 
again. Nineteen strong in the morning now, and 
we got into it again. This time, the Nigerians who 
sat by and watched us fight to keep our lives the 
day before helped out. 

We fought with sniper fire against us from three 
different directions. Three hours into it, | 
registered my first, and hopefully only, kill. He 
was shooting at us from the rear. We couldn't find 
where he was. Well, he came out and | had to put 
him down. 

| can’t explain how it feels to kill someone, but | 
know | will never forget it. Minutes after this hap- 
pened, we had three guys go down. Two were shot 
bad, both in the legs, a couple of times. Now we 
are down to 16 in the platoon. 
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We’ve earned total respect from other 
units—Army, Navy, and Marines. Other units 
don’t talk about what we’ve gone through and 
they know to stay away from us because we have 
taken four casualties. That’s like having your 
mom or dad in the hospital. Actually, it’s worse. 
Right now, we're a platoon with four brothers 
missing from the dinner table. So, just stay away. 

Oh, I’m still the little s-t with the big wheel, so 
don’t worry about me. Just do me a favor and hold 
on to this letter. 

| guess by sharing this letter with you, | hope 
that we can all focus on what's imporant in life: 
family, freedom, our country, that we all take for 
granted. Our constant complaining of trivial mat- 
ters that, in reality, are of no consequence. 

Can we solve the problems of the world? Pro- 


bably not. Should we stop trying or caring? Pro- 


bably not. As a mother, though, there are many 

times when | want to say stop, no more! But, | 

won't. Because today | see the Samolian children 
smiling, their bellies are full of food. 

| just pray that all the men and women who 

safeguard our country and other countries come 

home safe and soon.

Agawam police were joined by state police, the 
FBI, Connecticut State Police, and other agencies 
in a massive search, leaving family, friends, and 
the community bewildered and afraid. The foul 
weather on Thursday only served to hamper the 
search. 


Police Silent On Probe 

Police remained virtually silent on the nature of 
the investigation as the media, hungry for the 
story, fueled the chaos of the moment. 

Churches began organizing prayer vigils for the 
safe return of Lisa Ziegert to serve as a calming 
influence and to comfort family and friends of the 
Ziegerts. 

On Easter Sunday morning, white ribbons of 
hope were distributed to hundreds of parishioners 
at Sacred Heart Church in Feeding Hills, as well 
as other churches in town. The effort was organiz- 
ed by the Reverend Curt Fuller of the Agawam 
Congregational Church through the Agawam 
Clergy Association. 

Shortly after noontime on Easter Sunday, an 
Agawam man walking his dog near a swampy, 
wooded area of Route 75 spotted the body of a 
young woman. It was Lisa Ziegert. . 

By 2:00 p.m., the area was cordoned off, with 
police and forensic teams scouring the area for 
evidence. Grim-faced investigators spent more 
than 15 hours at the scene, continuing the search 
under floodlights. The victim’s body of what was 
now obviously a hideous crime was removed after 
midnight.

“Everything you'd grow if you had 40 acres.” 
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Lisa Ziegert was a dark-haired, wide-eyed 
young woman. She taught Special Education 
students at the Middle School, as well as 
teaching second graders the Catholic_religion 
each Saturday morning at Sacred Heart Church in 
Feeding Hills. 


Her face over the next few weeks would 
become familiar to anyone in this area owning a 
TV or reading a newspaper. She was remembered 
asa endarnn human being at memorial services 
where thousands of people attended. 


With police working around the clock to solve 
the case, the community grieved and fear and 
even some hysteria gripped Agawam. Rumors 
were flying everywhere and women instantly 
began purchasing mace, seeking handgun 
licenses, and looking into self-defense courses to 
protect themselves. 


The media hype and hysteria lasted for weeks 
and dominated conversations in virtually every 
corner of Agawam. 


That was nearly a year ago. The gift shop where 
Lisa Ziegert worked has long since closed its 
doors. The killer still remains at-large. Police con- 
tinue to investigate the case on a daily basis. Lisa 
Ziegert’s face or name appears either on TV or in 
the press from time to time, mostly concerning 
special scholarships or remembrances of her 
vitality and humanism. 


The circumstances of this case remain most 
disquieting. Her family has remained incredibly 
strong during this ordeal. Lisa’s mother, Diane, 
appeared on TV-22 during a special week of un- 
Solved murders and disapperances aired by that 
station. 


Mrs. Ziegert gave an emotional appeal for 
anyone who may have information on the case to 
come forward. She showed courage and poise 
during what had to be a difficult interview with a 
TV reporter. Anyone watching the segment began 
emermberng the dark events of Easter Week 


While the fear that seemed to have a 
stranglehold on Agawam last spring certainly has 
gone away, the memory of Lisa Ziegert and the 
courage of her brave family will again be in the 
news in April 1993. 


Lisa Ziegert would have celebrated her 25th bir- 
thday last week.

Right Of Way Of Emergency Vehicles 


by Detective Wayne Macey

It has come to my attention through a number 
of our patrol officers that some difficulty is being 
encountered in responding to emergency calls. It 
would seem that some motorists are either ignor- 
ing the lights and sirens on the cruisers, or they 
ate not paying attention to the traffic around 

em. 


Let me start by saying that having been a police 
officer for almost 20 years, | have answered hun- 
dreds of emergency calls. As would be expected, 
most require immediate response and involve life 
or death situations. Officers responding to these 
calls have much on their minds as they plan their 
actions and attempt to manuever their cruisers 
around a sometimes crowded highway. 


It is encumbent upon the motoring public to 
take notice of such emergency vehicle and grant 
them the right of way. Chapter 89, Section 7A of 
the motor vehicle laws ot Massachusetts states 
the following: “Upon the approach of any fire ap- 
paratus, police vehicle, ambulance or disaster vehicle 
which is going to a fire, or responding to a call, alarm or 
emergency situation, every person driving a vehicle ona 
way shall immediately drive said vehicle as far as possi- 
ble toward the right-hand curb or side of said way and 
shall keep the same at a standstill until such fire ap- 
paratus, police vehicle, ambulance or disaster vehicle 
has passed.” 

Section 7 further states: “Whoever willfully

Contrary to the beliefs of some, emergency ap- 
paratus does not speed through the streets of 
town for no reason. Everyday emergency Calls in- 
clude heart attacks, serious injury accidents re- 
quiring traffic control and extracation, assaults 
involving both weapons and serious injury, alarms 
(all of which have to be taken as legitimate), calls 
involving an officer in need of assistance, and 
fires involving homes and businesses. 

All of the above involve situations where time is 
truly of the essence in order to prevent further in- 
jury or damage. As stated before, once the call 

oes out over the radio, the responding officer or 
ireman immediately starts formulating a plan of 
attack for once he or she arrives. 

In addition, the shortest route must be 
calculated while taking into consideration the 
time of day and traffic situations in any particular 
area. The only assistance we ask for is the 
cooperation of the public in allowing us to do our 
jobs as quickly and efficiently as possible. 

If you think in terms of the emergency involving 
a member of the family, perhaps it would be 
easier to pull to the right and allow us to proceed 
expeditiously.

Spring is here and the wildlife are beginning to 
become active. This is the time when the rabies 
virus is spread among the wildlife community. 
The best protection you can have from the rabies 
virus is to give your dogs and cats a rabies vac- 
cination and, of course, to Stay away from wild 
animals. ; 

The Town of Agawam is holding a rabies clinic 
on Saturday, April 3rd, at the Agawam Police Sta- 
tion from 1:00 to 3:00 p.m. for cats and dogs. The 
cost will be $8 per animal, and dog licenses will 
be available during the clinic hours. State law re- 
quires that all dogs and cats must have a current 
rabies vaccination. 

When you bring your dog to the clinic, please 
have it on a leash, and bring your cats in an 
animal carrier. mack 

Dog licenses are available now at the Agawam 
Police Station in the records office, Monday 
through Friday. Please bring with you the dog’s 
rabies certificate and if the dog is spayed or 
neutered, bring that document also. The cost of a 
dog license is $10 for non-spayed/neutered dogs, 
and $4 for spayed/neutered dogs. 

Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 140, 
Section 137, requires that all dogs (after reaching 
the age of six months) shall be licensed. Any dog 
six months of age or older that is not licensed 
after June ist will result in the owner/keeper 
receiving a fine of $25, payable to the Town Col- 
lector within 21 days of the date of the citation. 
Failure to pay the fine may result in the ap- 
pearance in court on a complaint under 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 140, Sec- 
tion 173A.

Stalled Teachers’ Contract 
Sparks Flap Over Job Action 


April 1, 1993

Agawam Education Association teachers this 
past Monday began arriving no sooner than 10 
minutes before official school starting times to 
begin a “work to rule.” The action was initiated 
by the AEA Crisis Team in an effort to reach a con- 
tract settlement for the 284 Agawam teachers 
whose last contract expired on August 31st, 1992. 

The move has prompted criticism from several 
School Committee members, and AEA leaders 
and committee members exchanged verbal 
volleys in a published report at presstime. 

Robinson Park elementary teacher Andrew 
Bower has been appointed by AEA members to 
act as chairman of the Crisis Team, which 
organized a picket line in front of the Agawam 
Junior High School prior to the last bargaining 
session with the School Committee. 

Bower said, “The ‘work-to-rule’ action will 
escalate on Monday, April 5th, to include a cessa- 
tion of all voluntary teacher activities.” 

He said the Crisis Team will also produce an ac- 
counting of the costs of out-of-pocket expenses 
incurred by teachers in March early next month. 

The AEA distributed a list of 41 unpaid ac- 
tivities that teachers will curtail as of next Mon- 
day (until a new contract with the School Commit- 
tee is ratified). 

Some ongoing committees on that list include 
“Renaissance at AHS, Attendance Appeals, 
Reading Advisory for Massachusetts Assessment 
Program, Professional Development, Instruc- 
tional Trust Fund, Enrollment Studies, Report 
Card Revision, and Text Book Review.” 

The list also included such items as 
“Superintendent’s Symposium, guest speakers 
and judges for contests, class advisors for grades 
nine and 10, Adelphi Team, Accelerated Reader 
Program, and Middle School Ski Club advisor.” 

Beyond those activities, teachers also listed no 
compensation for “phone calls to parents during 
preparation period, before- and after-school and 
weekend hours; collecting money for classroom 
periodicals, book clubs, field trips, and fun- 
draisers; taping programs for educational televi- 
sion after-school hours, evenings, and weekends 
for classroom enrichment; (parent-teacher) con- 
ferences in Food Mart and Big Y; and washing 
down counters and cleaning vents for 
asthmatics.” 


IF YOU WISH TO 


The average teacher's salary In Agawam is 
$35,201. Bower said the public is under the 
misconception that teachers are receiving the 
same compensation this year while working 
under the terms of the prior year’s contract. 

“The cost of our health insurance has risen this 
year. Teachers pay half of their annual insurance 
premium, so our paychecks are actually smaller,” 
noted Bower. The town budget absorbs the 
shared increase (one-half of health insurance 
premiums for all employees, including teachers). 

Bower noted that under “work-to-rule,’” the 
teachers will no longer take part in activities “not 
spelled out in the contract to show that teachers 
put in lots of time beyond the school day.” 

Under the terms of the prior year’s contract, 
there are 35 advisorships and director's positions 
specified for extra-curricular compensation. 

‘Additional pay is also designated for Agawam 
High School department heads, Junior High 
School coordinators of major subjects, and 
coaches. 

The 1991-92 contract further states, “Any addi- 
tional work not covered by this contract and required of 
the teachers shall be reimbursed at the rate of $18.14 per 
hour for educational work and $7.56 per hour for non- 
educational work.” 

According to the School Committee, these 
rates and all other money specified increase by 
the same raise percentage for each year of a 
ratified contract. 

Town Councilor Walter Balboni, who serves on 
the subcommittee for the School Budget, told us, 
“Waving served on the School Committee for over 
24 years, | can understand the teachers’ frustra- 
tion. Nobody likes to work without a contract.” 

Balboni added, “If no one knows what the state 
is going to do, there might be a valid reason for 
why the contract is taking so long. If it-is. a fact 
that there is just no money there, it becomes a 

serious problem as to where you go from there: 

“However, if you are talking about laying off 50 
to 60 people to serve the wants and needs of other 
people, the entire school system is going to falter. 
Class sizes will become disciplinary problems 
rather than educational issues,” said Balboni. 

In the proposed 1993-94 budget, $471,000 has 
been set aside for school pay increases.

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Yard Waste Can’t 
Be Left On Curb 
Says Town DPW 


The Agawam Department of Public Works 
wishes to remind residents that effective April 
1st, 1993, grass clippings and other yard wastes 
including weeds, garden materials, shrub trimm- 
ings, and brush (one inch or less in diameter) join 
leaves on the list of materials that can no longer 


’ be taken in the regular bi-weekly curbside rubbish - 


collections provided by the Town. 

Regulation 310 CMR 19.017, promulgated by the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection, prohibits the disposal of these wastes at 
incinerators or landfills as of that date. As the rub- 
bish collected by the Town is taken to the Spr- 
ingfield Resource Recovery Facility (incinerator), 
these materials can no longer be collected. 

The Town is pursuing a regional composting 
solution to yard waste disposal with the City of 
Springfield and other area communities. Opera- 
tional plans and the cost of such a program are 
not yet available, and at this time it it not known 
whether, financially, the Town can participate or 
what level of service might be offered (for exam- 
ple, citizen drop-off versus yet another separate 
curbside collection program). 

Until this matter is resolved, citizens could con- 
sider leaving lawn clippings on the lawn rather 
than bagging them for disposal. Another alter- 
native is an on-site composting operation to 
dispose of yard wastes. Local hardware and 
garden shops carry composting bins for this pur- 
pose. The resulting product can be utilized for soil 
enrichment around the yard. 

Residents will be kept informed of the program 
as it develops. Those with questions concerning 
the rationale behind these State waste bans 
should contact the Department of Environmental 
Protection or their elected State Officials directly. 


Robinson State Park 
Seeking Vendors For - 
Summer Months 


This summer, Massachusetts state forests and 
parks will offer their visitors ice cream, soft 
drinks, and other visitor amenities. 

The Department of Environmental Management 
(DEM) is seeking concessionaires to sell food and 
other provisions, rent sporting equipment, or pro- 
vide other services to the 12 million campers, 
swimmers, picnickers, or other who are expected 
to visit Massachusetts state parks this year. 

In the Connecticut Valley region, DEM officials 
are seeking “mobile” concessions—trucks or 
‘trailers that drive into a park each day or remain in 
the park for the summer season. These conces- 
sions can include firewood, ice, and newspapers 
for campers; ice cream, cold drinks, and suntan 
lotion for beach visitors; charcoal for picnickers; 
bait for fishermen; boat rentals; bicycle rentals; 
and more. Vending machine proposals will also 
be considered for all locations. 

Locally, Robinson State Park and the Agawam 
State Pool are seeking proposals from prospec- 
tive concessionaires. Concession opportunities 
will be awarded, in most cases, through a bidding 
process. Non-profit organizations are welcome to 
bid along with businesses. Bidding is expected to 
take place in early April.

The bottles should be placed in the “blue bin” 
with the glass and cans presently recycled. It is 
suggested that the plastic bottles be crushed by 
carefully stepping on them so they take less room 
in the bin. Caps and pumps are not recyclable and 
the bottles simply need to be rinsed prior to place- 
ment in the bin.

Boat Fund Payments 
Create Tax Savings 


For some fishermen, saving to buy, build, or 
rebuild a boat could mean a tax savings. Under 
the Capital Construction Fund (CCF), commercial 
fishermen can invest part of their income in an 
interest-bearing trust fund (savings account, 
stocks, bonds, etc.). 

These funds are to be used to acquire or con- 
struct a new fishing vessel, or to reconstruct or 
recondition one currently owned. CCF in- 
vestments are tax deductible. 

Funds can be contributed to three separate ac- 
counts: (1) the capital account, (2) the capital gain 
account, and (3) the ordinary income account. 
While a deposit to the capital account does not 
generate a CCF tax deduction, and a deposit to a 
capital gain account defers tax on the capital gain 
part of a sale or other disposition, a deposit to the 
ordinary income account creates an immediate tax 
reduction. 

The deduction is taken by reducing the amount 
that would otherwise be entered as taxable in- 
come on line 37, Form 1040, by the amount of the 
investment. Prior to 1991, the deduction was 
taken on Schedule C, ‘Profit or Loss From 
Business.” Schedule C is still used to report net 
profit or loss, but net profit or loss from a fishing.. 
business cannot be reduced by the amount 
deposited in the CCF. ; 

IRS Publication 595, Tax Guide for Commercial 
Fishermen, has more information on CCFs, in- 
cluding qualified and nonqualified withdrawals 
from the fund, and other tax laws that apply to 
those in the fishing industry.

A Single Person’s Guide 
To Making A Will 


With the divorce rate soaring and more people 

waiting to marry until later in life, many single 
people have built up their own nest eggs. Many 
single people don’t feel they need a will to protect 
their nest eggs after their death, which poses 
several potential problems. 
__ Not having a will often results in parents, sibl- 
ings, or children inheriting assets after a single 
person’s death. One potential problem is that 
many single people have relationships outside 
sta rites that the state does not recognize as 
“legal.” 

Close friends and life partners may have no 
legal right to the single person’s assets. Just 
think what could happen if you have a partner liv- 
ing with you and you pass away—your partner will 
probably have no right to your assets unless you 
hold them in joint title or have your partner named 
as a beneficiary through a life insurance policy or 
trust agreement. 

Other problems if you die without a will include 
not being able to make contributions out of your 
estate to your favorite charity, arguments over 
who gets personal property-such as jewelry or art- 
work, and state-appointed guardians if you have 
ore ma without designating guardians through a 
will.

Fishermen Fill ‘Er 
Up Tax Free! 


Instead of buying diesel fuel tax paid and then 
filing a claim for credit or refund when the diesel 
fuel is used for a nontaxable use, you may be 
eligible to buy it tax free. You may be able to buy 
gasoline at a tax-excluded price for use in a boat 
used in the commercial fishing business. 


Diesel Fuel Purchases 

Diesel fuel can be purchased tax free if used for 
other than diesel-powered highway vehicle con- 
sumption. The uses include (1) use in any boat, (2) 
use in stationary machines such as generators, 
compressors, or similar equipment, or (3) use in 
any vehicle that is not a highway vehicle such asa 
forklift. 

To buy diesel fuel tax free, you must buy froma 
supplier who is registered with the IRS to sell 
diesel fuel tax free. You must also certify to the 
supplier, in writing, its intended non-taxable use 
at each purchase, or you may certify such use 
once to cover all purchases from a particular 
seller for up to a year. 

\f you use diesel fuel for both taxable and non- 
taxable purposes, you can buy tax free only the 
amount of diesel fuel that you reasonable project 
at the time of the purchase you will use for non- 
taxable purposes. ; 

Gasoline Purchases 

You may be able to buy gasoline at a tax- 
excluded price only if it is used in a vessel 
employed in commercial fishing. You cannot buy 
gasoline for any other purpose at the tax-excluded 

rice. 
Gasoline suppliers do not have to be registered 
with the IRS to sell tax-free oe They may be able 
to claim a credit or refund of the excise tax on the 
gas sold for use in commercial fishing at the tax- 
excluded price. IRS Publication 510, Excise Taxes 
‘or 1993, has details. 5 

When buying gas at a tax-excluded price, you 
must provide a written certification to identify 
yourself and explain how you will use the gas. The 
certification need not be renewed as long as the 
information it contains continues to be correct. 
Exemption Certification ; 

To purchase either fuel, your only requirement 
is to give your supplier a signed exemption cer- 
tificate which states your name, address, tax- 
payer identification number (TIF), and the intend- 
ed nontaxable use, such as diesel fuel for a boat, 
or gasoline fora vessel employed in the fisheries 

iness.

Here are some tips if you plan to write your own 
will: 

Be crystal clear in your intentions. What hap- 
pens if the friend you wanted to receive $50,000 
dies before you do? You may want to update your 
will to read “if not to Harold then to Bruce” if you 
have another friend whom you'd like to see have 
the money. 

lf you would like to leave $50,000 to Helen and 
her husband, do you mean that Helen and her hus- 
band should share the money equally, or do you 
mean that Helen should receive $30,000 and her 
husband $20,000? 

Sign your will in front of witnesses. State laws 
vary in the number of witnesses who need to see 
you sign the will and whether or not you must 
watch them sign the will. Some states also put 
limits on the amount of money a witness can in- 
herit. Knowing your state laws and following them 
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is critical to keep your will from being invalidated 
by a technicality. 

Name a conscientious executor. There’s no 
guarantee that your wishes will be carried out pro- 
petly unless you appoint an executor in the will. 

he executor’s job is to make sure all bills are 
paid, all heirs are notified, all property is ap- 
propriately valued and distributed, and much 
more. 

The job of the executor is a difficult one, and 
you will want to choose someone who is compe- 
tent and conscientious in performing this task. 
You may appoint a professional lawyer or finan- 
cial advisor to serve as executor if you wish. Keep 
in mind that a professional will be compensated 
for the work they do on behalf of your estate. 

You may want to consult an advisor if your 
estate is worth more than $600,000, if you own a 
business, or if you’d like advice on some different 
ways to hold your property such as joint title or 
trusts. ;

Tom Slowik sits at the keyboard of a baby 
grand, fingers dancing across ivory as nine of the 
area’s best singers, dancers, and comediennes 
walk into the spotlight, each garbed in elegant 
black gowns and glittering jewelry, clustering 
around a baby grand to introduce the music of 
Broadway great Jerry Herman—the man behind 
the music of such shows as Mame, Milk & Honey, 
La Cage Aux Folles, and Hello Dolly. 

It’s opening nignt for the Encore Players’ pro- 
duction of Jerry’s Girls, and the Encore Players 
never looked better. In a word, it’s a hit! 

4 Mark Giza, who directed last year’s musical, 

Baby, has been working on this slick, stylish, and 
totally delectable production since January and 
his efforts have paid off. Of course, coupling his 
creativity with the kind of talent he culled for this 
show, having a hit was inevitable. 

The stuning opening number recalled the 
names and the stage legends who starred in Her- 
man’s many hits on stage and in film. 

The players included Susan, Albino, who 
brought pure torch to her two solo spots: ‘‘! Don’t 
Want To Know” and “Time Heals Everything.” At 
times during these songs, the stage was steam- 
ing. 

Mary Lombardo (familiar to St. Martha’s fans) 
brought the house down with her hilarious 
second-half of a rowdy “Take It All Off,” playing a 
Sophie Tucker version of “Put It Back On.”

Rattle Those Pots & Pans 


There was an interesting article in the Union 
News Extra (weekend of March 19th-20th) concern- 
ing the ‘fast food generation” —our own children, 
actually. And it’s true; in these times of two work- 
ing parents or a single parent working full-time, 
it’s often difficult to’ think in terms of a home- 
cooked meal at the end of the work day. 

As a mother who’s done it both ways, | assure 
you that I’m not immune to the temptations of 
eating out or settling for prepared foods as meals. 
It’s not realistic to expect top-notch, home- 
cooked meals each and every night. Who's got the 
energy for it, much less the time? In this house, 
even my daughter is often too busy to cook! 

There are some pretty valid reasons for break- 
ing out of the TV dinner/canned entree habit. Un- 
fortunately, fast is not always better. Quality and 
taste (and often nutrition) are sacrificed for conve- 
nience. ' 

There are some ways around this that require 
only a little planning. The following recipe takes 
advantage of your slow cooker. 

NEW ENGLAND BOILED DINNER 
(Makes 6 Servings) 
6 medium carrots, peeled, cut into 1-inch lengths 
6 medium potatoes, peeled and quartered 
2 turnips or parsnips, peeled and cut into 8ths 
2 large onions, peeled and quartered 
1 (2-3 pound) corned beef brisket 
5 cups water 

In slow cooker, combine carrots, potatoes, tur- 
nips or parsnips, and onions. Top the corned beef, 
fat side up. Pour water over all. Cover and cook on 
LOW 10-12 hours, or until meat is tender. Remov- 
ed cooked meat and vegetables; keep warm. 

Turn pot on HIGH; add cabbage. Cover and 
cook on HIGH 20-30 minutes or until cabbage is 
done. Lift cabbage with slotted spoon. Arrange on 
large platter with corned beef and other 
vegetables. ; :

The point of the Union Extra article was that our 
children are, for the sake of expediency, not being 
taught to cook. To demonstrate the point, last 
week we had a day where | was not due to arrive 
home until late, and my daughter suggested that 
she make supper. | was hesitant, but delighted, 
and let her choose the menu on her own. 

When | finally got home, we all sat down to 
chicken cutlets, mashed potatoes, and corn—a 
little starchy, but an acceptable quick meal. The 
chicken cutlets had been removed from the 
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freezer and cooked in the microwave, the 
potatoes came out of a box, and the corn came 
from a can. 

She got the meal on the table, but is this cook- 
ing? Point proven. She can microwave to beat the 
band, but it gives me heartburn thinking of her 
making bread or chicken Florentine, and that’s a 
good part of the problem. 

Set your teenagers to town on this recipe. It’s 
simple, quick, and will give them a sense of ac- 
complishment when served. It’s likely that your 
kitchen will get a little messy, but let them enjoy 
the process (and the clean-up). 

CHICKEN VERONIQUE 
(Serves 4-5) 
2 whole medium boneless chicken breasts - 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
2 tablespoons sliced green onion 
Ys cup chicken broth 
1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 
1 cup seedless grapes, halved 
% cup dry white wine 
Hot cooked rice 

Cut chicken breasts into 1-inch pieces; set 
aside. In wok, melt butter or margarine. over 
medium-high heat. Stir-fry mushrooms and onions 
in butter about 2 minutes, or until soft. 

Add chicken pieces and stir-fry about 5 
minutes, or until chicken is done. 

Blend chicken broth and flour; add to chicken 
mixture. Cook and stir until thickened and bubbly; 
cook and stir 1 minute longer. Stir in grapes and 
wine; heat through. Serve at once over rice. 


Young children can be included in the cooking 
of meals as well. Set them to work on the salad, 
shredding lettuce or peeling vegetables. They can 
handle simple tasks, which may end up adding a 
little more time spent in the kitchen, but shows 
them in a very concrete way that there is indeed 
life beyond McDonald’s. 

lf you’re a neatnik, set it aside, because it’s go- 
ing to occasionally get disorderly. My daughter 
and | have undertaken ambitious Christmas 
cookie baking, and yes, there was flour every- 
where, but we came away with some wonderful 
memories. 

Let them help out on the weekends and give 
them some front-line experience, mistakes and 
all. At the aoe of 13 or so, | once set myself to the 
business of making pie and created a crust so 
high in shortening content that it promptly melted 
in the oven and filled the kitchen with a very 
unpleasant-smelling smoke. 

My grandmother laughed about it for the next 
25 years. The. memory, although somewhat 
humiliating, makes me smile even now. 

You and your young chefs can try an assort- 
ment of make-ahead casseroles, stir fries, and 
crockpot meals. Let them discover textures and 
flavors far superior to most fast food. And for 
sure, once you've set them to work, please do sit 
down and have a meal together at least once a 
day. That’s what families are all about.

Set in adjoining backyards in a small American 
town, the scenes play out in a 24-hour period—24 
hours of deception, misplaced trust, family love 
and family feuds, and neighborliness of a down- 
home kind ... tempered with enough curiosity to 
kill all nine lives of the neighborhood cat. 

The plays 
Aaronetta and Esther—and their families. 

The cast includes Bill Fisher as Theodore 
Thompson, husband of Cora (Cil Long) and lover 
of Cora’s live-in sister, Aaronetta (Daphne 
Calkins). Their next-door neighbors are the 
Boltons, Ida (Leslie Eckman), husband Carl (Jim 
Boyle), and son Homer (John McKemmie), with 
Ida the dutiful wife, Carl the disillusioned and ag- 
ing husband who longs for the road not taken, and 
Homer the nerdy mama’s-boy who knows not 
what he wants but wants it all. 

Laura Lezon-Scantlen is Homer’s plain Jane 
irlfriend Myrtle, who’s about to meet his parents 
‘or the first time. And Helene Bernstein is Esther 
Crampton, of the more elegant, successful side of 
the family, married to an arrogant David (Sal Mar- 
zano) who has all but disowned his low-life 
relatives. 

So the stage is set, and peopled, but despite 
creditable efforts by this cast of familiars, the 
plays fails to take life, lumbering though an hour- 
long first act before even hinting of its future 
direction. ®

that should have been left unwritten. Bernstein is 
a bit of brightness that shines too briefly, and 
Boyle has little else to do with his talent but be- 
moan his fate in finding this part. 

It’s a shame, because the cast is capable of do- 
ing so much better, with or without a big budget 
set (and in this case, budget or not, the set 
—painted sky, wooded yards, etc.—reflected a lot 
of hard work by cast and crew). 

The problem, as it has been in some other pro- 
ductions of seasons’ past, is the play. It never cat- 
ches fire; it takes too long and moves too slowly 
to spark interest, and the soap opera lives of 
these snoopy sisters and their tangled family 
webs fail to captivate. 

An “A” for effort, and hope for far better things 
in the one-acts coming up in June.

Straight From The Files Of Police Squad comes 
Leslie Nielsen as moronic cop Frank Drebin. 
David Zucker’s The Naked Gun gets its plentiful 
laughs from its outrageous slapstick mishaps and 
physical sight gags. 

Priscilla Presley stars as Drebin’s equally 
moronic love interest, Jane. The duo’s purposely 
overplayed and melodramatic romance is just one 
of the many laugh-inducing plot characteristics.

An all-star cast is featured in The Dream Team, 
Howard Zieff’s story about four mental patients 
who become separated from their psychiatrist 
during a group outing in New York City.

Michael Keaton plays the lead role of Billy, a 
man with violent tendencies. Co-starring with 
Keaton is Christopher Lloyd as Henry, a perfec- 
tionist who thinks he’s a doctor, Peter Boyle as 
Jack, a former advertising executive who believes 
he’s Jesus Christ; and Stephen Furst as Albert, a 
severe catatonic.

Their wild adventure in the Big Apple gives 
the screenwriters the opportunity to realistically 
exploit the men’s psychological imperfections 
and extract the surplus of hilarity present in the 
characterizations. 

The Dream Team includes touching drama that 
stems from the four patients’ growing alliance 
(despite their many differences). Each character 
is reliant upon the other since their authority 
figure is absent. 

The appeal of the lovable characters is a direct 
result of the irony of the film. These four men have 
not been outside their institution for some time; 
consequently, they have always relied upon their 
doctor. Now, their doctor is relying on them. 

The viewer then sees the men’s mental pro- 
blems take a back seat to the obligatory devotion 
they feel towards their doctor. This creates the 
prevalent theme of the film—the human heart is 
where the righteous decisions are made, not the 
mind. 

The Dream Team is a film that will make you 
laugh. The laughs prove to be heartfelt since they 
are birthed by the fondness the viewer feels 
towards the characters. Even with their mental 
problems, the four men emerge as quite compe- 
tent detectives as a result of following their emo- 
tions.

Lily Tomlin plays the wealthy Edwina Cutwater, 
who enlists the aid of a guru to transfer her soul 
from her dying body into the healthy body of her 
stable hand (ruthlessly played by Victoria Ten- 
nant). To Cobb’s misfortune, a freak accident 
causes Edwina’s soul to enter his body and con- 
sequently control the entire right side of it. 

All Of Me really takes off once we see Cobb 
struggling with his newfound “tenant.”

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Illustrator From Feeding Hills 
Visits Granger School For Program

Feeding Hills illustrator Debrah Santini visited 
Granger Elementary School students recently for 
a program on book making. She took the children 
through the process of illustrating a book (from 
the time she receives the manuscript to illustrate 
until that story comes back from the printer as a 
bound book). 

Ms. Santini explained that she divides the text 
of a manuscript into 24 pages and does thumbnail 
sketches of the story as it would be divided over 
those pages. 

“1 show the sketches to the art director, who ap- 
proves it or makes suggestions, almost like a 
teacher. Then | make it into a dummy book and 
take it back to the art director. If we agree on the 
dummy book, then | start work on the finished pic- 
tures,” she said. 

Illustrated With Slide Show 

She used a slide show to describe how she il- 
lustrated her “dummy book” and showed the 
children a printing page once the illustrations and 
story are complete. The page contained at least 
four book pages with pictures on the front and 
about the same number on the back. They were 
upside down and right side up, with no apparent 
sequence or logic. 

Ms. Santini said that the varying colors caused 
the “page” to be run through different print 
machines several times to produce each color. 

She also said that it took three to six months of 
drawing to finish a book’s illustrations. ‘Practice 
is the key thing. The more you do it, the better 
you’re going to get.” 

She added, “I have a portfolio that | bring to 
many people and try to obtain work as an il- 
lustrator. You have to put up with a lot of rejec- 
tions, but you know you're going to get work even- 
tually.” 

She said she took many art classes in high 
school and at museums. “I majored in painting at 
college, not illustration. | tell my students at the 


university to take as many different kinds of 
courses so they know how to sketch and to also 
study sculpture and painting.” 

Ms. Santini studied at the University of 
Massachusetts, the University of Hartford and 
Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, New York. She receiv- 
ed a bachelor of fine arts from UMass, and is a 
candidate for a master of fine arts in printmaking 
there as well. She received her master’s in educa- 
tion from the University of Hartford/Hartford Art 
School in Hartford, Connecticut. 

Her first book, ‘‘The Baby Who Would Not Come 
Downy (author Joan Knight) was published in

personality went into it,” she said. 

Working On Two More Books 

Since then she has had two other children’s 
books published: ‘‘Santa’s Secret Helper’’ (author 
Andrew Clemens) and ‘Tulips’? (author Jay 
O'Callahan). She is working on two more books 
and one will be published next year. 

She asked students to try to guess when and 
where this story might take place (from showing 
them slides of her artwork. Students properly 
chose New York City as the setting, but she had to 
prompt them to look at the “turn of the century” 
kinds of transportation to label the time. 

“1 thought it would be fun to make Cinderella 
come as an immigrant to New York City at the turn 
of the 20th century. It shows that this story could 
happen anywhere, not just in the 15th century in 
France,” she said. 

Ms. Santini works in watercolor and line. Her 
paintings have been compared to those of Lisbeth 
Zwerger, who won the Hans Christian Andersen 
medal for art in 1991. While studying at UMass, 
she was told her work had a narrative quality and 
was encouraged to submit it to children’s book 
publishers. b

Agawam elementary and junior high school 
teachers met with Susan McGlew, curator of the 
Botanic Garden at Smith College, during a recent 
in-service day. 


One of the most exciting developments shown 
to the science teachers was from a professor at 
the University of Wisconsin, who has been work- 
ing on selective breedina for the past 10 years. 


Mrs. McGlew told teachers that this scientist 
has developed seeds which complete their entire 
life cycle to make new seeds (under 40 days). The 
rapid-cycling plants make them ideally suited to 
one term, “youthful impatience and small spaces. 


“The plants have become to botanists what the 
laboratory rat has become to zoologists. You can 
study everything a plant does: fertilization, 
photosynthesis, everything in the whole process. 
It is really a valuable tool,” said Mrs. McGlew. 


In a brochure she distributed to the teachers, it 
told how the ‘“‘fast plants” serve as living models 
for investigative studies in plant growth and 
development (physioloay), life spirals (life cycles),

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Budding Artists At 
Junior High Receive 


Tips From Professional

MArtist David Bowerman recently visited 
Agawam Junior High School to show students 
how to begin drawing and painting. 

Bowerman has a studio located at 276 Bridge 
Street in Springfield and said that people can call 
737-3690 to visit the studio. He does figurative 
drawings, paintings in all medias (oil, watercolor, 
and pastels), and sculpture. 

Bowerman has been selling his art for nine 
years, mostly in the Springfield area. He claims 
that being an artist is really his second career 
because he also has a degree in engineering and 
ran a manufacturing company in West Springfield 
for 10 years. 

“This is what | always wanted though, and it 
took a long time to arrive at it,”” he said. 

The artist began his lesson to students of 
Deborah Florek and Andrew Kraus at the Junior 
High by saying, “Everything (you draw on canvas) 
can fit into a box. Even when something is round, 
you have to figure the front, back, and sides to 
help make it appear as something more than flat.” 

A variation of answers from students as to 
where the drawing should begin prompted Bower- 
man to respond, “Artists can start their drawings 
everywhere. It depends on how much they know 
as to where they start. But to start at the easiest 
place for still life, you must first decide how big 
you want to make the objects and determine what 
feelings you are going to get when you are done 
with the picture.” 

Pictures Are Reflection of Artist’s Feelings 

He added, “‘A picture takes the artist’s feelings 
and puts them into the paper. Sketching the ob- 
jects, rather than the background, is possibly 
easier for beginners.” 

Next he told students to find a ‘center line” to 
get an idea of where you want to put objects on 
the page, and he said they should “try not to start 
with details.” 

One student felt that (logically) the lines to a 
table drawn below a bottle and some other object 
were tilted forward (too much) giving him the im- 
pression everything was going to slip off the 
table. Bowerman replied, “Perspective has to do 
with the science of how your eyes work.” 

He tried to show the student the different 
horizon created when he looked at the objects 
from a standing position rather than from where 
the student sat. 

Bowerman also showed that basic sketching 
before painting the picture left plenty of options 
for the artist when adding color. 

“There are basic things that you can learn 
about color. Some colors are opposite of another 
color, and some make up other colors 
(primaries),” he said. 

“| have to decide where the most important 
light is coming from so that one side of the object 
will be darker,” he added. ; Zale 

He explained that impressionistic painting 
gives “the impression of something using con- 
trasting colors.” He said, “Shadows are a detail 
that you want to use after you have completed 
your objects.” He noted that the shadows were

Boys’ Track Team

Glenn Kotfila has got to be looking around and 
wondering exactly where all the athletes have 
gone. The first year coach of Agawam High boys’ 
track has just 20 kids to work with this spring. 

“tt would be a lot nicer to have more kids, 
especially because what we have is very, very 
good,” he explained. “We have quality athletes on 
the roster and we are going to have to expect a lot 
of them. We have almost no depth and injuries 
can really hurt this team.” 

Still, the former Holyoke Catholic and Westfield 
State College grad is optimistic about this group 
of Brownies and is looking forward to working 
with them. ‘We will have to set our sights’on 
qualifying kids for the Western Mass. Meet,” he 
told us. 

Kotfila will be assisted by Jeremy Ewers of Suf- 
field this season. Ewers will be working with the 
distance runners. 

Build From The Relay Teams 

Kotfila says his philosophy will be to build from 
the relay teams out. He feels that if they can com- 
pete in the 4 x 100 relay and the 4 x 400 relay, the 
team has a chance to be competitive. 

Tommy Briggs and Dan Pryce will be the 
mainstays of those two units. Both will run in both 
events. The 4x 100 relay will probably also include 
Chris Benjamin. Kotfila was busy at pressime 
looking for at least two more athletes to plug into 
that fourth slot (he feels that you need at least 
“one alternate in case of injury”). 

On the 4 x 400 front, in addition to Pryce and 
Briggs, Dan Moriarty and Brandon Moore are 
among the eligibles for that event. 

Pryce will also be doing high jumping and long 
jumping. Briggs figures into the jumping events 
as well. Moriarty will run in the 400 meters and 
Moore seems likely to compete in the 800 meters. 
Benjamin should see action in the hurdling 
events. 

Nick Langone will be back from the National 
Wrestling Championships to resume his duties as 
shot putter and discus thrower (he placed high in 
Western Mass. a year ago in both). 

Conditioning A Priority Now 

“The sprinters and hurdlers look good,” accor- 
ding to Kotfila. “Langone should score points for 
us in the weight events. We’re just conditioning 
right now and we have to get ourselves in real 
good shape before we start making hard and fast 
decisions on who will be doing what. 

“tn college, we might get as much as two mon- 
ths for conditioning. In high school track, it’s pro- 
bably closer to just two or three weeks. We'll have 
a much better idea in a week or two,” he added. 

“When asked if he was disappointed by the low 
turnout of athletes, Kotfila said he was somewhat 
dejected. But he said when theadded preparation 
came later in the season, it might actually work 
out for the best. “Kids need specialized attention 
when they are focusing in on more individual 
goals than team goals (that are set early in the 
season). ; 

“Jeremy and | will be able to spend more time 
with each individual later on. Right now, it doesn’t 
matter as much because the sprinters, hurdlers, 
and jumpers all have essentially the same 
workout in the conditioning phase of our spring 
training,” said Kotfila. F ‘ y

When | caught up with 
the 1993 Agawam High School girls’ softball team 
for the Spring Preview, the team was running 
around and throwing the ball in the parking lot of 
the funeral home next to the school. 

Coach Debbie Lickley must be hoping that this 
is not a harbinger of things to come for this year’s 
team. Quite the contrary should be true if all holds 
true to form because this veteran unit should be 
solid again in ’93. 

Miss Lickley has been a truly successful coach 
in every way during her previous three years at the 
helm of the Brownie softballers.

DeMarco’s third base position may go to 
newcomer Kate Vivenzio, who has played well in 
the early spring action. Chris Bousquet returns to 
play second base and hard hitting April Rapa 
should make the Brownies solid again at short- 
stop.

Miss Lickley also looks to newcomers Kristen 
Schmaelzle and Mary Ann Cimma to add depth 
and ability to the team. 

“If the commitment is there to be the best that 
we can be,” Miss Lickley said, ‘I believe that we 
can be a very, very good team.

Lou Conte spends his life these days as if he 
were under one big Christmas tree. The new AHS 
baseball coach walks up and down the halls of 
Agawam High School in the late afternoon with 
his keys jingling in his pockets. He opens one gift 
after another.

They can verify that it is not a pleasant situa- 
tion, and | like to think that my column of the 
symptoms at that time made them consult with a 
doctor right away.

Stage one symptoms—headache, chills, 
nausea, fever, spreading rash, aching joints, and 
fatigue. Stage two—specific disorders may in- 
clude various degrees of heart block, nervous 
system abnormalities such as meningitis, 
encephalitis, facial paralysis (Bell’s palsy), and 
other conditions involving peripheral nerves. 
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Stage three—from one month to years after 
their first symptoms appear, people may ex- 
perience repeated attacks of arthritis.

—‘‘Many scientists think that destroying tropical rain 
forests could drastically change world weather 
patterns.”’ 

—‘‘As rain forests disappear, so will the cultural 
traditions of many native peoples. These indigenous 
peoples have a right to live where and how they want.”’ 

The week winds up with encouraging words to 
kids: “You Can Help!” Gary San Julian, NWF Vice- 
President for Research and Education, said, “Our 
children’s generation has a strong appetite for 
knowledge about the environment. Wildlife Week 
is a great opportunity for parents and teachers to 
serve them food for thought about our role in 
preserving a healthy planet.” 

The National Wildlife Federation is the nation’s 
largest conservation organization.
